your rage that you were 
prepared to put your grand¬ 
daughter’s life at risk.” 

The court heard that the door 
Jurczykowski set fire to opened 
onto the living room with a 
staircase leading upstairs to the 
bedrooms, where the father and 
daughter were asleep. 

Robert Forest prosecuting said 
that, because of the blaze, the 
father and his daughter had lost 
all their belongings. They were 
put up in a hotel and even now 
were unable to return to their 
home. 

The court heard that both the 
little girl and her dad still have 
difficulty sleeping because of 
what happened that night. 

But police were quickly able to 
arrest Jurczykowski following 
the fire. His movements had 
been caught on CCTV installed 
at a neighbouring house and 
also because he was spotted by a 
student who had been passing 
by at the time of the fire. 

The student was later able to 
identify Jurczykowski to the 
police. Judge Farrell ordered 
that the student should receive 
an award of £250 from public 
funds.

A GRANDFATHER who set fire 
to a house where he knew his 
own granddaughter was asleep 
has been jailed for 10 years. 

Krzysztof Jurczykowski, 55, of 
Newcombe Road, Luton, lit the 
fire, angry that the child had 
been removed from the care of 
his daughter, and was living 
with her ex-partner who was the 
child’s father. 

In the early hours of May 20 
last year, Jurczykowski crept up 
to the front door of the property 
in Vanbrugh Drive, Houghton 
Regis, and started the fire by 
setting alight the front door 
using a flammable liquid. 

It was 2am and inside the little 
girl and her dad were sleeping. 

Luton Crown Court heard as 
the flames took hold the father 
luckily woke up, and realising 
the danger, was able to grab the 
little girl and get out of the 
house. In doing so, the dad had 
to run through flames with the 
child to make their escape. 

Jurczykowski appeared at 
court for sentence after being 
found guilty in October at a trial

of arson with intent to endanger 
life. Passing sentence, Judge 
David Farrell QC told the 
55-year-old he had shown no 
remorse for what he’d done. 

He said: “It was a crime 
committed by you because you 
were enraged by the fact that 
your daughter’s ex-partner had 
custody of the little girl. Your 
daughter had custody taken 
from her because of problems 
she suffered.” 

He went on: “It’s a disturbing 
aspect of the case that such was

Gove makes pledge on 
Barnfield inquiry reports

ALL the reports into the govern¬ 
ment inquiry at the Barnfield 
Federation will be published, 
the Education Secretary Michael 
Gove has pledged. 

Mr Gove gave his assurances 
after being asked about the 
enquiry in the House of 
Commons by Luton South MP 
Gavin Shuker on Monday. 

In October last year the 
Department for Education (DfE) 
and the Skills Funding Agency 
announced a joint-investigation 
into Barnfield. 

A spokesman for the DfE said it 
had ‘received allegations’ made 
against Barnfield College and the 
Federation which were being 
taken ‘seriously’. 

During a question time session 
in the Commons, Mr Shuker 
asked the Education Secretary if 
he would ‘commit’ to ensuring 
all reports into the inquiry would 
be published. 

He said: “Given the well-docu¬ 
mented problems that whistle¬ 
blowers encountered in report¬ 
ing their experiences at Barnfield 
Federation to the Department for 
Education, will the Secretary of 
State commit to publishing all 
inquiry reports in full, including 
all the versions that have circu¬ 
lated outside the departments

involved?” Mr Gove replied: “I 
am grateful to the Hon. 
Gentleman for raising that case. 

“As we both know, very serious 
allegations have been made in 
connection with the Barnfield 
Federation. 

“They are currently being 
investigated, and nothing I say, 
do or publish should prejudice 
those investigations. 

“However, as has always been 
the case, whenever there is infor¬ 
mation that it is right we should 
share with those affected and 
with the public, we will share it 
in due course.” 

No release date has yet been 
given for the reports. 

This week Barnfield announced 


the appointment of Dame Jackie 
Fisher as its new interim chief 
executive officer. 

She joins the organisation 
following 13 years as the Chief 
Executive of the Newcastle 
College Group. 

She replaces Helen Mayhew 
and Stephen Hall who have been 
temporary joint-CEOs for the 
past six months. 

They have now returned to 
their previous roles within the 
Federation. 

Judy Oliver, the acting chair¬ 
woman of the Federation’s board, 
said: “We are delighted to wel¬ 
come Dame Jackie to Barnfield. 

“She brings a wealth of experi¬ 
ence and expertise that I know 
will prove invaluable in the 
coming weeks as we move 
forward and make changes to 
secure Barnfield’s future. 

“On behalf of the board, I would 
also like to thank Helen Mayhew 
and Stephen Hall for their work 
over the past six months in lead¬ 
ing the Federation through this 
challenging time. 

“They both return to their sub¬ 
stantive roles within the 
Federation.” 

The latest development in the 
Barnfield probe follows a letter 
sent last month to Mr Shuker by 
Skills Minister Matthew Hancock 
outlining the possible outcomes 
of the inquiry. 


PCC faces probe over Leon Briggs disclosure 


THE unauthorised disclosure of 
information by the Police & 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
about the circumstances 
surrounding the death of Leon 
Briggs is to be investigated by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC). 

Mr Briggs, 39, died on 
November 4 last year after being 
detained by Bedfordshire Police 
and taken to Luton police sta¬ 
tion. 

His death is currently being 
investigated by the IPCC. 

Last weekend, Luton on Sunday 


reported that the PCC, Oily 
Martins, could face criminal 
charges after he admitted to 
sharing information about the 
inquiry with a third party, who 
then disclosed it to others. 

The new IPCC investigation 
into Mr Martins will be over¬ 
seen by IPCC Commissioner 
James Dipple-Johnstone. 

It will also be separate from 
the other inquiry into the death 
of Mr Briggs. 

Mr Dipple-Johnstone said: “I 
am satisfied from the 
information we have at this time 


that the disclosure should be 
recorded as a conduct matter. 
Not least because of the concern 
this matter will have caused to 
the Mr Brigg’s family and the 
local community, there must be 
a fully-independent investiga¬ 
tion to determine the full cir¬ 
cumstances of that disclosure. 

“Our investigation will be 
independent, thorough, and I 
want to reassure the community 
it will not detract from our 
important work investigating 
what happened to Mr Briggs in 
police custody.”

TEEN APPEARS AT CROWN COURT 

A 15-YEAR-OLD boy from Luton 
has appeared in court charged 
with the attempted murder and 
rape of a teenage girl. 

The youth made his first 
appearance at Luton Crown 
Court on Tuesday following his 
arrest last month. The boy from 
Luton, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, is accused of 
attacking a 14-year-old girl in 
Lewsey Park in Luton on January 
19 this year. 

The boy, dressed in a tracksuit, 
was not required to enter pleas 
today to the two charges he faces. 

His trial is to take place in June. 
The court was told the 14-year- 
old girl remains in a critical 
condition.

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Investigation over 
19 parking tickets

A COUNCIL investigation 
has been launched after 19 
parking tickets were put on 
residents’ cars while their 
street was closed for 
roadworks. 

Residents living in Victoria 
Street, Dunstable, were 
furious when they woke last 
Sunday at 8.30am to find the 
fines had been slapped on a 
long line of cars in the road. 

Work has been underway on 
the water pipes running 
underneath the street for 
around a fortnight, during 
which time parking bays 
have been dug up or 
obstructed by vehicles and 
equipment. 

Left without anywhere to 
park, a number of residents, 
who pay each year for park¬ 
ing permits, had parked on 
single yellow lines opposite 
the legitimate parking bays. 

The 19 cars were each 
ticketed last Sunday morning 
for breaching parking regula¬ 
tions - but Central Bedford¬ 
shire Councillor Brian Spurr 
has since admitted that this 
‘shouldn’t have happened’. 


Victoria Street resident, Lisa 
Shepherd, said: “I was really 
shocked to find that a ticket 
had been put on my car. 

“Admittedly the car was on 
a single yellow line but with 
the roadworks that were 
taking place and the bays 
being occupied, the residents 
feel that some discretion 
should have been used. 

“The bit that infuriated me 
is that we pay for parking 
permits - but can’t use the 
bays. 

“Once this incident is 
resolved, we are hoping that 
there can be some 
conversation between the 


council and residents about 
parking in the area, as things 
just aren’t good enough 
generally.” 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council told Luton on Sunday 
that it is aware of the 
complaints and that an 
investigation will be taking 
place. 

Cllr Spurr, executive mem¬ 
ber for sustainable commu¬ 
nities and services, said: 
“This definitely shouldn’t 
have happened and we will 
be investigating how it did, 
including the fines issued. 

“We will let residents know 
as soon as we’re able to.”

A 54-YEAR-OLD driver has 
been left with a fractured 
skull after being hit over the 
head during a road rage row 
in broad daylight. 

Police are seeking 
witnesses to the incident

Do we need to call time 
on bosses of the cops? 


W HAT are Police and 
Crime Commission¬ 
ers for? It could be 
one of those eternal 
questions like when will the 
floods eventually abate, 
when will bankers stop 
giving themselves enormous 
bonuses for poor 
performances, when will 
politicians stop blaming 
each other and just get on 
with it, or when will the 
Catholic church ever admit 
some priests historically 
abused children and say 
sorry? 

But, unlike most of the 
others, there is something we 
can do about the Crime 
Commissioners (PCCs). 
Which is abolish them. 

They are meant to be the 
front line spokesman, 
architect of change and the 
democratic conduit between 
us and the police. 

It does not appear to me 
they are doing much of that, 
or much of anything for that 
matter, apart, in 
Bedfordshire’s case, from 


leaking sensitive informa¬ 
tion. It could get worse for 
Oily Martins, this county’s 
PCC, as well, as the 
Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is looking into his 
disclosure of confidential 
material. 

This comes as the police 
have never been so over¬ 
stretched and the relation¬ 
ship between them and us 
has rarely been worse in 
recent years. And I can 
remember the miners’ strike. 

So what does the 
Government do? Blame the 
PCCs for lack of action. And 
what do the PCCs do? Blame 
the Government for lack of 
cash. Sound familiar? 

Someone in Downing Street 
has certainly been reading 
Machiavelli, he who said 
political leaders should 
always take the credit for 
success but ensure there is 
someone else around to take 
the blame for failure. 

And PCCs appear to be both 
failures in themselves and 


can also take the blame for 
Government cuts. 

But let’s be honest, they are, 
to quote my grandmother, 
neither use nor ornament. 

Nobody feels more 
democratically empowered 
by them and I am sure the 
police do not think they are 
more effectively run because 
of them. 

It is just another political 
football and maybe a 
political rung on the ladder 
to greater things. 

There are lots of MPs 
retiring, or being retired, and 
being a PCC could be a 
useful line on your CV, 
especially if you haven’t got 
an Oxbridge PPE, or a parent 
who was once in the 
business. 

So perhaps the answer is for 
them to go off and be useless 
in the House of Commons, 
where at least they will have 
the strength of companion¬ 
ship, and save us all the cost 
and pretence. 

That only leaves who to 
blame.

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Council votes for 
bulky waste fees

RESIDENTS will be charged 
for the collection of bulky 
rubbish following a vote by 
councillors this week. 

Luton Council said it can no 
longer collect items such as 
furniture and white goods for 
free. 

From April 1 this year the 
authority will charge a 
minimum £25 fee for the 
collection of up to three 
items, with a £5 fee for each 
additional item. The service 
will continue being free for 
properties where the head of 
the household receives 
means-tested benefits. 

There will also be a 
minimum charge for the 
removal of fittings, garden 
waste and carpets of £25. 

During a meeting on

Monday, Labour Cllr Dave 
Taylor said it was ‘difficult’ 
for the council to justify 
providing a free service in the 
current economic climate. 

He said: “Residents will still 
have access to the two tidy 
tips where bulky household 
waste can be delivered free of 
charge. And also, there is the 


situation with regards to 90 
per cent (of councils) that 
continue to charge, and they 
always have done for many, 
many years. We’re one of the 
few local authorities that 
didn’t have this charge so 
regretfully, we’ve had to 
introduce it.” 

The move was criticised by 
the Liberal Democrat leader, 
Cllr David Franks, who called 
it a ‘mistake’. 

He said: “It is inevitably 
going to lead to a huge 
increase in people dumping 
their old sofas, fridges, and 
washing machines. And the 
council, inevitably, is going 
to have to pick them up. 

“I predict that you’ll see 
little or no saving from doing 
this unless you’re prepared to 
leave all this rubbish dumped 
in front gardens and streets 
all over the town.”

Budget looks at increasing council tax by 1.5% 


PROPOSALS to increase council 
tax by 1.5 per cent and cut 58 
jobs are set be discussed during a 
budget meeting on Wednesday. 

Over the past three years Luton 
Council has had to make cuts of 
£54 million. A report into next 


year’s finances states the 
authority has identified more cuts 
and additional income totalling 
more than £18.2m. 

The authority increased council 
tax by two per cent last year and 
is proposing a further increase of 


1.5 per cent for 2014/2015. 

Further cuts of £52m are 
expected between 2015 and 2019 
due to a reduction in Government 
grants but the council said it was 
working to minimise the impact 
on frontline services.

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What we need is more 
government, not less 


THE real divide in politics is 
not between political leaders 
sniping at each other across 
despatch boxes in the House 
of Commons. 

It is really between those 
who believe that democratic 
government, the State, 
should have a more 
substantial role in protecting 
and supporting its citizens, 
and those who want to hand 
wealth and power to the 
private sector. 

After the Second World War 
and the sufferings of the 
great 1930s’ depression, 
Western governments were 
forced to make concessions 
to their electorates and take 
vital utilities into public 
ownership, and to establish 
proper welfare states and 
public health services. 

Most importantly, 
governments were required 
to manage their economies 
to ensure full employment 
for ah who needed them. 

Governments actively 
promoted economic growth 
which generated the fastest 
increase in living standards 
ordinary people had ever 
known. I grew up in that 
world and it really did work. 

After the 1970s came a 
series of governments who

sought to dismantle ah that 
had been achieved in that 
successful post war era. 

That destructive process is 
still happening. Mass 
privatisation and free market 
neo-liberal economics has 
meant that unemployment 
and economic instability has 
returned. The failed 
capitalist philosophy of the 
nineteenth century has been 
reinvented as the “small 
state” and has become the 
objective of successive 
governments. 

This really is dogma-driven 
nonsense, supported by the 
bankers and mega rich but to 
the disadvantage of millions 
of ordinary people. 

Wages as a proportion of 
the economy have fallen, 
poverty has increased and 
the division between rich 
and poor has widened. 

The recent devastating 
floods have shown once 
again how vital state 
involvement and 


government action remains. 

Does anyone seriously 
believe that those affected by 
the floods can cope without 
massive intervention by 
government? 

Does anyone believe that 
the private sector, the bank¬ 
ers or the private corpora¬ 
tions could ever protect our 
suffering citizens from the 
ravages of flooding? Of 
course not. 

Indeed the failure of 
government to put enough 
resources into flood defences 
has contributed to the 
problem. We need more 
government, not less. 

Millions of voters have 
shown time and again that 
they do not believe in a 
privatised, marketised future 
and that they do want 
government to stand up for 
them, to make sure that we 
ah have access to the 
necessities of life in a just 
and genuinely democratic 
society.

WITH half-term here and the weather still 
gloomy, how about taking in a movie? 

FAVOURITE childhood toys? In my case it was 
Scalextric, Space Hoppers, and Lego, says 
MIKEY CLARKE. 

So, when I heard there was going to be a Lego 
movie, I worried in case it turned out as bad as 
past toy-themed films such as G.I. loe, 
Transformers, The Bratz Movie and Battleship. 

My great fear was that it would change my 
views on a much-loved franchise. 

Thankfully, The Lego Movie is better than all 
of the aforementioned films... a lot better. 

This fast-paced family adventure focuses on 
Emmet (voiced by Chris Pratt), an ordinary, 
rule-following construction worker. 

His Lego universe becomes threatened by 
President Business (Will Ferrell), a villain who 
plans to glue the world’s Lego pieces together 
stopping them becoming anything other than 
what he wants them to be (political message, 
anyone?). 

Emmet is recruited by Wyldstyle (Elizabeth 
Banks), a freedom fighter who mistakes him 
for the man prophesied to put an end to 
President Business’ evil plans. 

Together, they team up with other ‘master 
builders’ such as Batman (Will Arnett), Green 
Lantern (lonah Hill), Vitruvius (Morgan 
Freeman) and Superman (Channing Tatum), 
in order to carry out a quest for which Emmet 
is completely unprepared. 

As expected from writers-directors Phil Lord 
and Christopher Miller (the duo behind 
Cloudy With A Chance Of Meatballs and 21 


lump Street), The Lego Movie is inspiring, 
poignant and genuinely funny. 

My only criticism (and it’s probably not a bad 
thing for the movie-makers) is that the song, 
‘Everything is Awesome’, will be stuck in your 
head long after the film has finished. 

It’s also worth remembering that, while some 
jokes are aimed at children, others are intend¬ 
ed for the more mature viewer. 

And even though not all the jokes had me 
laughing out loud, I would still say this is the 
funniest film I have seen during the last 12 
months.

Housing market starts the year with a bang 


The housing market has got off to a flying 
start according to local estate agency 
Connells which recorded a 36% increase in 
property sales in January compared to last 
year as part of its national network.

SKRILL Premier title favourites Luton Town 
ran out 7-0 winners at home to Hereford 
United on Saturday afternoon to continue 
their impressive form. 

Another Andre Gray hat-trick, amongst goals 
from Paul Benson, Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu, Alex 
Lawless and a Jake Howells penalty, extended 
Luton’s unbeaten run to 22 league matches. 

It means that John Still’s men are now an 
imposing nine points clear at the top, with 
nearest rivals Cambridge United distracted by 
the FA Trophy. 

That sort of margin means that even the most 


pessimistic of Hatters fans must now be start¬ 
ing to believe that a return to the Football 
League is imminent. 

After claiming a first-ever win at Macclesfield 
in midweek, yesterday’s Kenilworth Road 
return looked set to provide a routine three 
points. Nevertheless, despite sitting down in 
15th coming into the game, Hereford tend to 
give the Hatters a run for their money, shown 
by the 0-0 draw back in September. 

In fact, the sides had failed to produce more 
than two goals in any of the five previous fix¬ 
tures but, with the 30-plus-goals strike pairing 
of Gray and Benson in Town’s ranks, keeping 
that record intact looked less likely than Luton 
throwing away their league lead. 

Add to that Hereford’s poor away form - just 
two wins on their travels all season - and a 
Luton win seemed a no-brainer, demonstrated 
by a lightning Hatters start. 

First, Luke Guttridge danced his way into the 


box in the second minute, before being blocked 
off by a Hereford defender. The penalty appeal 
was waved away but it didn’t prevent Guttridge 
from playing in Gray three minutes later, the 
forward’s low shot cleared off the line by Bulls 
captain Luke Graham. 

Another minute passed until Luton fathomed 
their third chance, Gray stretching to meet 
Howells’ whipped cross but stabbing over the 
bar. 

That profligacy might have come back to bite 
the Hatters last season but they are not to be 
deterred this time around. 

It took them just another six minutes to make 
the breakthrough, Norwich City loanee 
Cameron McGeehan’s 20-yarder fumbled by 
goalkeeper Daniel Lloyd-Weston and tapped 
home by Gray for his 20th of the season. 

United were yet to manage a foray forward 
but they finally managed a shot 17 minutes in, 
Chris Sharp firing wildly over from the angle. 


Nine-try Luton go second and eye play-off finals

LUTON RFC are another step closer to this season’s 
London 1 play-off final following their 59-10 win over 
Woodford yesterday, although it was not quite the 64-5 
margin they recorded back in November. 

“They’re a completely different side to the one we 
faced last year,” said Luton’s backs coach Nick Rhodes. 

“They were well organised, but in open play we were 
breathtaking, that’s where our success came from.” 

Luton lead 14-10 at half time, following early tries from 
Jake Hobbs and Mike Weston, both converted by in¬ 
form Chris Talanoa, who nailed seven out of nine con¬ 


version attempts yesterday. Woodford went over for a 
converted try of their own twenty minutes in, and added 
a penalty ten minutes later to reduce the deficit to four 
points, which was how it remained until the interval. 

Despite the high number of decisions awarded to 
Woodford by the referee at the break-down, Luton went 
on to score seven tries without reply in the second half, 
with Talanoa converting six of them, and scoring a hat- 
trick of tries of his own. 

“Some of the decisions were very frustrating, consid¬ 
ering the possession we enjoyed, we were constantly 
penalised for contesting the ball in the breakdown, 
we’re struggling to understand why”, said Rhodes. 

Second Row Mike Weston scored two tries, with Tom 
Mahendren and Steve Ellis both scoring as well to com¬ 
plete a good afternoons’s work for Luton at Newlands 


Road. They move up to second in London 1 North - the 
play-off spot - above Eton Manor on goal difference 

ST0CKW00D PARK kept the pressure on second 
placed Vipers RFC in Midlands 3 (East) South with a 
17-6 home win against Rugby St Andrews and climb to 
third in the table, three points behind Vipers, who 
occupy the play-off spot.

Luton retaliated quickly, Gray sliding the ball down the side 
of a high Hereford back line, which Benson showed surpris¬ 
ing pace to reach and move in on goal, before striking at the 
goalkeeper. Half an hour in, the away side produced their 
most dangerous piece of play. 

Ex-Hatter Dan Walker charged forward for the Bulls, play¬ 
ing in Jonathan Brown, who’s clipped cross was nodded away 
by Ronnie Henry with two opposition heads lurking. 

Again, Luton replied swiftly, Gray wasting another chance 
by firing fiercely over after doing well to beat his man in the 
box. The Hatters started the second period exactly as they’d 
finished the first, Benson getting on the end of McGeehan’s 
towering header to double the lead and essentially put the 
game beyond doubt. 

At the very least, the second goal sucker punched the Bulls 
into submission. Unsurprisingly, the third goal came soon 
after, a tidy team move culminating in a powerful run from 
Ruddock Mpanzu, who was upended by Kingsley James for a 
clear penalty. Howells did the business from the spot, firing 
to the left of the goalkeeper. A rout was now on the cards, 
becoming a reality on the hour when Ruddock Mpanzu fin¬ 


ished off another team move, firing into the roof of the net 
from Benson’s intelligent lay off. 

That, though, was not the end of the entertainment. 

In the 68th minute, Gray was granted yet another chance, 
bearing down on goal after being slid in behind by Guttridge. 
This time, the top scorer made no mistake, finding the bot¬ 
tom corner to put Luton five up. 

His hat-trick came just under ten minutes from time, cush¬ 
ioning Alex Lawless’s low ball into the far corner to take his 
tally to 22 for the season, equalling Luton’s continuing 
unbeaten run. 

The gloss, as if it was needed, came from Lawless, pouncing 
on a parry from the goalkeeper, to make it seven.

DUNSTABLE Town surrendered an early lead 
to fall to a 2-1 defeat away to Marlow at the 
Alfred Davis Memorial Ground yesterday. 

The loss meant The Blues missed out on the 
chance to return to the top of the Southern 
Premier League Central, after Rugby Town’s 
fixture away to Ashford Town (Middx) was 
postponed.

HATTERS boss John Still says 
his side “trod on” their pro¬ 
motion rivals after a 7-0 
hammering of Hereford 
United at Kenilworth Road 
yesterday. 

Goals from Paul Benson, 
Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu, Jake 
Howells, Alex Lawless and an 
Andre Gray hat-trick sent 
Luton Town nine points clear 
at the top of the Skrill Premier.
